All adults who received the first three injections of poliomye¬ 
litis vaccine prior to and during the year 1958 are now due for 
their booster injection. These may be had free of charge at 
any of our Well Baby Clinics. 


These well-baby clinics are neld for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly Intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster. 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child Is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

There is no charge at these clinica which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.

DIRECT METHOD OF ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 


If victim is not breathing begin artificial 
respiration at once. Wipe out quickly any 
foreign matter visible in the mouth, using your 
fingers or a cloth wrapped around your fingers. 


Tilt victim’s head back. Pull or 
push the jaw into a jutting-out 
position. If the mouth (or jaw) 
will not open, seat the moOtH'and 
blow air into the victim’s nose. 


If victim is a small child, 
place your mouth tightly 
over his mouth and nose 
and blow gently into his 
lungs about 20 times a 
minute. If victim is an 
adult, cover the mouth 
with your mouth, pinch 
his nostrils shut, and blow 
vigorously about 12 times 
a minute. 


If unable to get air into lungs of 
victim, and if head and jaw 
positions are correct, suspect 
foreign matter in throat. To 
remove it, suspend a small child 
momentarily by the ankles or 
place child in a jack - knife 
position with arm under his 
stomach. Slap him sharply 
between shoulder blades. 


If victim is an adult lie him on the 
ground in a jack - knife position 
and slap him sharply between the 
shoulder blades. 


WATER SAFETY 


• After a meal, wait 2 hours before swimming — a sensible precaution against 
cramps. 

• Swim parallel to the shore, so that you can always see it — this way, you’re 
never too far from safety. 

• Never swim alone and preferably only where there are life-guards or people 
trained in life-saving. 

• Enter strange water feet first. 






e Condition your body to the water by splashing your ankles, wrist, neck 
and chest. 


e Parents: always supervise children in or near water. Even that backyard 
plastic pool should be emptied when not supervised. 


BOATING SAFETY 


»A boat pulling a skier must have a crew of two — one to drive,' one to watch 
the skier. 

e Always remain seated in a small boat or canoe. 

eWhen using a row-boat to rescue a swimmer in trouble, bring him aboard over 
the stern. In a canoe, lift him in over the side, in the mid-section. 

• Never overload your boat. Make sure everyone in it wears an approved 
life jacket. 

• If your boat overturns, remain with it. Hold onto the gunwales and wait for help.
